City’s Own Rent 
Survey Planned 
Late in January 


The Menlo Park city council at 
an informal meeting Tuesday night 
tentatively set the latter part of 
this month as the time for its own 
survey of rental units available in 
the city. 


The number of persons needed to 
conduct the survey was not deter- 
mined, but City Manager C. L. Long- 
son said yesterday that the house- 
to-house canvass will be undertaken 
by a large ‘enough number of per- 
sons to keep the rental picture from 
changing while the survey is in 
progress. 


Findings made in the course of 
the survey will be considered with 
evidence submitted at the Nov. 29 
rent decontrol hearing before the 
council reaches its decision on 
whether to recommend rent decon- 
trols to the governor. 


A date for a formal announce- 
ment of the council’s decision has 
not been announced. 


Council has favored undertaking 
its own survey since the public hear- 
ing cn rent decontrol Nov. 29, when 
surveys made by the Menlo Park 
fair rent committee and the office 
of the housing expediter were sub- 
mitted. 


Both surveys were attacked at the 
hearing on the basis of figures they 
centained and their conclusions as 
to whether continued rent control 
is justified.

Deadline for the filing of income 
tax returns is March 15. 

Eevery person having a taxable 
income of more than $600 during 
1949 is required to file a return.

He predicted that 1950 will see 
even more construction. 

The 488 new dwellings for which 
permits were issued last year in- 
cluded multiple as well as single 
units. The latter were predomin- 
ate, with 382 single family homes 
authorized. One hundred six units 
in multiple dwelling structures were 
okayed. 

Cost of all this residential con- 
struction was $4,371,000, as listed on 
the permits.

PLANNED GROWTH 

Present zoning is designed to 
keep the city’s development along 
residential lines and still permit a 
proportionate commercial growth. 

Looking ahead, Steiger said: 

“There are three large tract de- 
velopments in the making at pres- 
ent, construction on which should 
begin within the next few months.” 

“In addition, the outlook for 
smaller projects including single- 
family dwellings and apartments in 
areas zoned for them is bright 
throughout the city.” 

Citiing figures for 1948 and 1947, 
Steiger pointed out that the rate of 
growth has been gaining also. 
COMPARES FIGURES 

During 1948 permits were issued 
for 301 dwelling units and permits 
issued authorized a total of $3,910,905 
worth of all types of construction. 
In 1947 permits were issued for 229 
new one-family units and authdr., 
ized a total of $1,901,900 worth of 
construction of all types. 

“There is no reason for building 
activity to slow down,” Steiger said. 
“In fact, it should continue to gain 
in the same way that it has for the 
past two years.” 

“There’s no reason why the busi- 
ness district should not expand too, 
keeping pace with the rest of the 
community and in keeping with the 
city’s master plan.” 


Menlo Park building got off to a 
rousing start during the first three 
days of the new year with $76,,000 
worth of new homes authorized Jan. 
2 and Jan. 3. 

A permit for a $23,000 residence 
was issued to Mayor Charles P. Bur- 
gess, and a permit was issued to E. S. 
Flora for a $13,000 home to be built 
on Arbor road. 

Permits were issued to H. J. Dun- 
lap for $8000 homes to be built at 
379, 383, 387, 391 and 395 Hedge road.

Police Propose 
Rifle Range for 
Teaching Youths 


The Menlo Park police depart- 
ment this week issued a plea for use 
of a basement to serve as an indoor 
rifle range for ‘teen-age marksmen 
under police supervision. 

Sergeant Joe Ferriera, in charge 
of the program, said the indoor 
range is being sought in an effort 
to provide a place where youngsters 
can learn the safe handling of fire- 
arms. 

“We've had many requests in the 
past from youngsters who want to 
know where they can go to practice 
their marksmanship without en- 
dangering themselves or others,” 
Ferriera stated. 

“WANT TO HELP” 

“It’s a legitimate request, and we 
want to help the boys find such a 
place as well as give necessary in- 
struction in the care and safe hand- 
ling of firearms.” 

Sgt. Ferriera explained that the 
police department at first contem- 
plated an outdoor range near the 
bay east of the city, but abandoned 
the plan in favor of the greater safe- 
ty of an indoor range. 

IN EFFECT ELSEWHERE 

Similar programs are already in 
operation in other Peninsula cities, 
the sergeant said. 

Set. Ferriera stated that a base- 
ment, in order to be an adequate 
rifle range, should be at least 60 
feet long.

Cars Skid, Engines Stall, Man Hurt In Cold Snap 


Old Man Winter came to Menlo 
Park with a vengeance this week 
with temperatures ranging well be- 
low freezing which resulted in the 
injury of one man and in countless 
frozen auto radiators and cold 
homes. 

The official temperature taken 
from the weather bureau’s ther- 
mometer in Palo Alto recorded lows 
of 27 degrees on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday mornings. 

The Menlo Park man who was in- 
jured was A. van der Zwalm, 58, of 
724 Menlo avenue, whose bicycle 
slipped from under him at Valpar- 
aiso and Elena avenues as he was 
riding to work Wednesday morning. 


The accident occurred about 7:35 
a.m. Icy pavement was given as the 
cause. 

Van der Zwalm was unable to get 
to his feet after the accident and 
was taken to his home by friends. 
He was later removed to Palo Alto 
hospital, but attendants there de- 
clined to comment on his condition. 

A minor collision accident was re- 
ported on Bayshore highway near 
Sonoma avenue on the same morn- 
ing, but ice was not listed as a 
cause. 

Seven cars were involved in a 
mishap at Portola road and Santa 
Cruz avenue on the same morning 

hen motorists lost control on the 


ice at the intersection, and in East 
Palo Alto ice coated the University 
avenue bridge at San Francisquito 
creek, resulting in dangerous skids. 

Menlo Park area garagemen re- 
ported the receipt of. numerous 
phone calls from motorists who were 
unable to start their cars. 

PG and E oficers in Redwood 
City reported a few complaints from 
the Menlo Park area were received 
from individual householders when 
gas seemed to be at an abnormally 
low pressure. 

Pressure was maintained in gas 
mains throughout the area, PG 
and E officials said, adding that the 
temperature in some cases may 


have caused regulator valves in a 
few meters to become “oil bound” 
when oil condensed out of the gas 
going through the meter. 

The PG and E stated that the 
valves work better as the tempera- 
ture rises and cautioned against 
attempts on the part of household- 
ers to do their own repairing. 

Meanwhile, Fire Chief Thomas L. 
Cuff reiterated his warnings to area 
residents to use caution when “fir- 
ing up” stoves and furnaces, and to 
make sure that heating devices are 
kept in good repair. 
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Police Tell 
Of Problems 
Faced In ’49 


The Menlo Park police depart- 
ment this week tallied results of a 
year of crime prevention work and 
traffic control and found that al- 
though many gains had been made, 
a growing city has more law, en- 
forcement problems. 

According to figures released by 
there 
was one fatality on Bayshore high- 
way during the year, 33 persons were 
injured in auto accidents within the 
city limits and there were 11 prop- 
erty damage accidents in which no 
one was injured. 

In the field of crime there were 
one murder-suicide, one armed rob- 
bery, three cases of grand theft and 
eight auto thefts in the city during 
the year. 

RECOVER CARS 

But on the other hand, police re- 
covered all of the cars stolen here 
besides four cars stolen elsewhere 
and recovered $21,272.78 worth of 
stolen goods while $14,144.75 worth 
of items was reported taken in the 
city. 

To combat the traffic hazard, the 
police instituted training for school 
crossing traffic guards, installed 
barriers on El Camino Real and sent 
officers to speak on the problems 
confronting police before youth and 
civic organizations. 

Chief George Potter, after gradu- 
ating from an F. B. I. national acad- 
emy course in September, has start- 
ed in-department classes where in- 
formation on traffic control, as well 
as crime prevention and detection, 
are passed along to other members 


of the department. 
JUVENILES WORST 


“Most of the crimes committed 
during the year were by juveniles 
and have been solved, Chief Potter 
stated. “The stolen items were re- 
covered in most cases. 

“Our job is primarily the preven- 
tion of crimes. 

However, accident prevention is 
sometHing we can all do something 
about. We can drive safely and care- 
fully, and be sure we never get be- 
hind the wheel of a car after drink- 
ing.” < 

There were 39 arrests for drunken 
driving issued during the year. A 
total of 4549 tickets for traffic vio- 
lations ranging from leaving cars on 
the street overnight to reckless driv- 
ing were issued. 

Meanwhile, Potter said, the out- 
look is encouraging. 

LESS VANDALISM 

“There seems to be less stealing of 
building supplies from the sites of 
homes under construction, and there 
is less vandalism. Juvenile cases 
have fallen off since the summer 
vacation, and we hope that they 
will not recur next season. 

“The ‘college-boy’ type of prank 
seems to have disappeared, too. 

“Meanwhile, we are trying to avoid 
traffic problems by working with 
everyone in the city.

“QUIET NEW YEAR'S 


The police and fire department 
“beats” didn’t yield much news in 
Menlo Park over the extended 
New Year holiday. 

It was a quiet observance here- 
abouts. 

Police Chief George Potter re- 
ported no arrests for drunkenness. 

There was but one traffic mis- 
hap and that involved no more 
than an automobile bumping a 
hydrant. No citation issued. 

Traffic arrests slumped and 
there was none for drunken driv- 
ing.

Always interesting is a compari- 
son of property taxes among cities. 
These comparisons are usually in- 
accurate or incomplete, however, 
because they fail to take into ac- 
count the different assessment prac- 
tices in different cities, or the in- 
clusion of special district rates for 
services performed in some cities 
by special districts and in other 
cities by the cities themselves. 

As an example of these differenc- 
es, let us compare Menlo Park and 
Redwood City. The county assessor 
assesses property throughout San 
Mateo county both inside and out- 
side of cities. In Redwood City a 
city assessor assesses property for 
city taxes, but the county assessor 
assesses for county, school and spec- 
ial district purposes.

A PUBLISHER LOOKS BACK 


With this issue, the Menlo Park RECORDER begins its 
27th year of publication. And it was just one year ago that 
the present management took over operation of the newspaper. 

It is time for us to re-examine our aims and re-evaluate 
our efforts. 

Newspapers exist because men and women need to know 
what is happening—not just to satisfy curiosity, but because 
the things that happen to other persons affect them; what 
others do can determine what they themselves must do. 

A newspaper, therefore, must tell what is happening. But 
there is more happening in the world than can be told in the 
few columns available to a weekly newspaper. 

There is a world full of news and our space is limited. 
What, then, of this news shall we eliminate? 

The obvious answer is to eliminate that which has already 
been told somewhere else. 

Daily newspapers, radio, weekly newsmagazines all cover 
national and international events fully. But the events which 
affect us most closely are those that happen right here at home, 
and those are the things that no one else talks about. 

That is our cue. 

The Menlo Park area is our area, yours and mine, and we 
intend to tell you as much as we can of everything that hap- 
pens in this area. We'll leave the rest to someone else, not 
because we do not care about the rest, but because we can do 
only so much and do it well, and because this area where we 
live is the most important area to us. ;

It is an editor’s job, for which he must be qualified by years 
of training and experience, to determine what is news and 
what should be told. This he must be free to do according to 
his convictions, without pressure from others. 

No man is free of pressure if he feels that his livelihood 
and that of his family is at stake. 

Thus a newspaper, if it is to be a newspaper, must be free 
of control by any one group, political, economic or civic. 

But it costs a great deal of money to publish a newspaper 
and where is this money to come from? 

To avoid political control, it cannot come from government, 
since it is the nature of government to be controlled by one 
group or another. The money to publish a newspaper must, 
therefore, come from a variety of economic and civic sources, 
a wide enough variety so that, if one source is not pleased with 
a newspaper's treatment of its ‘news’ the others will be suf- 
ficient to carry the load, thus removing financial pressure. 

This means that the financial means to publish must come 
from the readers of a newspaper in the form of subscriptions 
and, since that adds up to only a small part of the publishing 
cost, the balance must come from advertisers. 

Since it is of no interest to businessmen to advertise unless 
their advertisements are read and acted upon by a large number 
of persons, a large circulation is necessary. 

There you have it. 

Our aim is to print all the news of the Menlo Park area. 
Our efforts to do so have involved seeking out all the news 
we could find and printing it as we saw it, without bowing to 
pressure from anyone. 

Toward this end we have striven to increase our circulation 
in order to tell this news more widely and to offer the adver- 
tisers who support this effort more reason to advertise. 

We hope our efforts have met with your approval and that. 
we can do better during the coming year. 


Comparing the total assessed 
valuation by the city assessor of 
Redwood City with the valuation 
inside the city limits set by the 
county assessor discloses that the 
average property in that city is 
assessed 2.65 times as great by the 
city assessor as by the county. 


In Menlo Park the county assessor 
is delegated by city ordinance the 
job of assessing property and col- 
lecting city taxes. Therefore, in 
comparing the Redwood City tax 
rate this year of $1.10 with Menlo 
Park’s $1.18, we must multiply the 
Redwood City rate by 2.65, making 
it $2.915, as for city purposes a home 
assessed at $2,000 in Menlo Park 
would be assessed at $5,300 by the 
Redwood City assessor. 

The State Board of Equalization 
annually makes a study of the ratio 
of city/county valuations, and in 
the accompanying table I have used 


Hospitals are operated by some 
cities, such as Palo Alto, but both 
Redwood City and Menlo Park are 
in a hosp-tal district. The true 
comparison between the two cities 
for what may be considered city 
services is, as shown in the accom- 
panying table, $3.155 against $2.55, 
for special district taxes in Menlo 
Park exceed the direct city rate. 

Shown also in the table are school 
taxes and what may be considered 
county purpose taxes. The rate for 
San Mateo Junior college this year 
is 36 cents. In the county, but out- 
side the district boundaries, a 14- 
cent tax for junior college tuition is 
levied. 

Separate rates are shown for 
Menlo Park inside the Menlo Park 
school district (comprising about 
three-quarters of the city), and 
for the 1949 annexation in the 
Ravenswood school district. Be- 
cause of the high Ravenswood 
school tax, the overall rate in 
this part of Menlo Park is 9lc 
greater than in the old city. 

The total rate shown at the bot- 
tom of the columns is a reasonably 
accurate measure of the difference 
in property taxes paid by the owner 
of a home of identical value in each 
of the San Mateo county cities. 
Menlo Park’s $7.296 (in the major 
portion of the city) is higher than 
in five cities and lower than in six, 
and is 3.7 per cent under the 12 city 
average of $7.573. 

San Mateo is the highest tax 
rate city, exceeding Menlo Par x 
by 28, per cent. Daly City, in the

“adopted” children in foreign coun- 
tries under a program set up by the 
Foster Parents’ Plan for War Ghild- 
ren, according to announcement of 
the organization’s headquarters in 
New York. 

They are Mrs. Gladys Lamb, 1701 
Santa Cruz avenue, and Miss Myrtle 
Moore, 3874 Alameda de las Pulgas. 

“Adoption,” the organization ex- 
plained, is financial and carries no 
legal obligation. However, the foster 
parent directly helps care for the 
war children’s support by pledging 
$15 a month for at least a year. 

In return, the foster parent re- 
ceives a photograph and brief biog- 
raphy of the child, and correspond- 
ence through the plan office is en- 
couraged. 

Mrs. Lamb “adopted” a 9-year-old 
Greek boy, Savas Kestekidid, young- 
est of a family of four children born 
in Piraeus.

Continued from Page 1-B 
as from the North Palo Alto and 
Belle Haven districts. 

The bond issue which will finance 
the proposed plant will be voted on 
in March, according to the plans 
of the Menlo Park sanitary district’s 
board of trustees. 

Contemplated cost of the treat- 
ment plant will be more than $1,- 
000,000, which will be defrayed in 
part by “hook-up” charges to the 
federal government for treating vet- 
erans’ hospital sewage, and to the 
two smaller districts. The “hook- 
up” charge will be based on the pro- 
portion of total sewage flow from 
each sewer subdivision. 

The plant will be located 1000 
feet east of Marsh road at a point 
5000 feet north of Bayshore high- 
way. 

Sewage will be given primary 
treatment to conform with state 
health codes to prevent pollution of 
the bay. 

Meanwhile, the districts are main- 
tained by elected boards of trustees. 

The Menlo Park sanitary district 
levies its own tax rate—$ .25 per 
$1000 of assessed valuation—which 
is collected by the county tax col- 
lector on values determined by the 
county tax assessor. 

The money is used for mainten- 
ance and for new sewers, equip- 
ment to maintain them, and the 
salaries of employees. 

The sewer maintenance districts 
are charged more specifically with 
maintenance, and work with the 
office of the county engineer more 
closely than do the sanitary dist- 
ricts. 

The trustees of the several dist- 
ricts hold regular monthly meetings 
as well as special meetings when a 
need arises. 

The Menlo Park district has its 
offices and meeting-rooms in build- 
ing 522, next to the civic center. 
The trustees meet every second 
Monday. 

Main work of all districts, how- 
ever, is planning for the future, to 
insure adequate facilities for grow- 
ing population and to insure modern 
and healthy methods for the dispos- 
al of waste.

By Eldred E. Green 
ambition’? as one lady put it. 

The first factor is soil prepara- 
tion. A clay, loam or any stiff soil 
is benefitted by a turning to loosen 
it up. Plowing, spading, or rotary 
tilling will do the job. In hand spad- 
ing remember that you do not plant 
all the garden at once. Dig it as 
you need it. This will save back- 
aches and keep a crop of weeds 
from starting on the soil that is 
turned too long a‘iead. 


In planting large perennials as 
peonies or trees and shrubs, the 
soil need only be prepared where 
the plants are to be set. The area 
in between can be taken care of 
later. 

Heavy soils will be aided if rotted 
humus of some kind is worked in. 
Leaves, old sawdust, manure, peat, 
compost are all valuable. 


Cultivation in the garden should 
be limited to one idea: killing 
weeds. In lawns and _ around 
shrubs the new preparations of 2- 
4D are fine; in the garden a light 
hoeing or scuffing of the soil is 
generally sufficient. 


Fertilizing may seem difficult but 
in the home garden a sack of a 
complete plant food is the best and 
cheapest way of adding fertility. 
Manure is excellent if it can be ob- 
tained and worked into the soil. 


Pests may cause trouble but now 
there are many preparations that 
will control all of the garden pests 
with one spray. 


Timeliness takes the work out of 
the garden. Plan your operations 
so that the hard and easy tasks al- 
ternafe and you will enjoy the gar- 
den and have it in tip-top shape all 
the time.
